Tenures 

The tenure of the Samiti will ordinarily be three years 
front the date of the constitution of the Samiti provided 
that :— 

1, Members of the Parliament, who arc members of 
the Safniti shall cease to be members as soon as 
they cease to be Members of Parliament. 

2, The ex-officio members of the Samiti shall continue 
as members SO long as they hold office by virtue 
of which they are members of the Samiti. 

3, Tf a vacancy arises on the Samiti due to resignation 
or death of a member, the member appointed in that 
vacancy shall hold office for the residual period of 
the tenure of three years,

J. The Samiti may appoint sub-committees, co-opt 
additional members and also invite experts to attend 
its meetings as may be necessary for assisting it in 
the discharge of its functions, 

2. The Headquarters' of the Samiti shall be at New 
Delhi but it may hold its meetings at any other 
place also. 

Travelling and other Allowances 

The non-official members of the Samiti will be paid travel^ 
ling and daily allowances for attending the meetings of the 
Samiti at the rates fixed by the Government of India Lora 
time to time.
